Romulus officials are hoping 
a new resolution in support of 
the Hannahville Indian 
Community will spearhead nego¬ 
tiations for a new casino in the 
city in the coming weeks. 

The Romulus City Council 
voted 6-1 to offer a resolution of 
support to the Hannahville group 
at the regular meeting Monday. 
This is the third resolution the 
city has offered to a Native 
American tribe, and Tim Keyes, 
city economic development 
director, said he hopes it soon 
opens the doors to serious negoti¬ 
ations with any or all of them.

The event is sponsored by the 
chamber and will run from 5:30- 
7:30 p.m. on Oct 19 at the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport Marriott 
Hotel, 30559 Flynn Drive. 

Karen LaBelle, the secretary 
for the chamber, said the forum 
would give residents the chance 
to learn more about what each 
candidate represents. 

“This is something we do 
each election cycle so the com¬ 
munity can learn more about 
candidates,” she said. “We’re 
excited about bringing it back. 
The one we held four years ago 
was successful.” 

HR Rhoton, the president of 
the chamber, said the informal 
structure of the forum best 
serves residents. 

“We have a lot of candidates, 
and if we gave each one five min¬ 
utes to speak, it would likely be 
very boring for residents,” he 
said. ‘This way, residents get to 
meet the candidate in a more 
personal environment”

Kirby, 57, collapsed from 
unknown causes at 11:30 am. and 
was transported to University of 
Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor 
Mayor Alan Lambert said he has 
spoken with the chief since the 
incident Kilby is at home recov¬ 
ering from the episode. 


the Sioux Indians, because of a 
lawsuit the tribe filed against the 
state about 10 years ago, was 
granted approval to build a casi¬ 
no in Romulus, Flint or Monroe 
by then-Gov.

No serious negotiations

Band leaders this summer to dis¬ 
cuss how much in taxes the city 
would take from the casino prof¬ 
its, if the band were to open a 
gaming house in Romulus. 
Because property taxes are not 
required for reservation land, 
Indian Tribes and municipalities 
usually negotiate separate agree¬ 
ments to create a revenue stream 
for the city. 

The resolutions open the door 
for more than one casino to come 
to the city, but city officials think 
that it is unlikely more than one 
will be constructed. However, the 
city has studies that say the com¬ 
munity could support two casi¬ 
nos.

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GM plant gives blood, $34,000, to Katrina victims

Individuals in the Romulus 
area are doing a lot to help the 
victims of Hurricane Katrina, but 
companies are stepping in to 
lend support as well. 

Employees at the GM 
Powertrain Romulus Engine 
Plant and United Auto Workers 
Local 163 have to date donated 68 
pints of blood and more than 
$17,500 to flood victims. The cash 
portion of the donation will be 
matched by the General Motors 
Foundation, which means more 
than $35,000 will be donated to 
the American Red Cross on 


behalf of plant employees. 

Rick Sutton, the plant manag¬ 
er of the Romulus Engine Plant, 
said the company gives, “many 
thanks to all of our employees for 
their generous contributions to 
the victims of Hurricane Katrina 
GM Powertrain Romulus Engine 
employees have a longstanding 
tradition of helping to make a 
positive impact on people’s 
lives.” 

Nationwide, GM and its sub¬ 
sidiaries have coordinated efforts 
at each of its facilities to help Red 
Cross ongoing relief efforts. 
Those efforts are expected to 
yield about $3 million to help the 
storm-ravaged areas of Alabama, 


Mississippi and Louisiana 

The automaker donated 200 
vehicles to the Red Cross and 
other relief agencies. Those vehi¬ 
cles were equipped with the 
Onstar communications system, 
to help workers better coordinate 
emergency plans. Some workers 
are volunteering in the flood 
area 

Plant spokeswoman Theresa 
Endicott said the relief efforts at 
the Romulus Facility began short¬ 
ly after the hurricane made land¬ 
fall on Aug. 27. 

“We really started to get orga¬ 
nized about two weeks ago, and 
we’ve kept going up until recent¬ 
ly,” she said. “Many of the people 


at the plant really wanted to do 
something to help. The blood 
drive was one of the things that 
was scheduled immediately 
because we knew that would be 
needed.” 

Hurricane Katrina has devas¬ 
tated the Gulf Coast of Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Alabama, but the 
most severe damage appears to 
be in New Orleans. So far, the 
death toll in the region has 
reached more than 1,000, accord¬ 
ing to the Louisiana Department 
of Health and Human Services. 

The hurricane is the latest of 
several charitable initiatives 
jointly organized by General 
Motors and the UAW in Romulus. 


A United Way Drive, and 
American Cancer Society 
fundraiser and many youth pro¬ 
grams with the National 
Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP), a 
Christmas Toy Drive in conjunc¬ 
tion with the U.S. Marine Corps 
are some examples of joint activi¬ 
ties, Endicott said. 

“The individuals suffered by 
the devastation of Hurricane 
Katrina have a long journey 
ahead of them,” said Bob 
Crumley, the UAW Local 163 
Shop Chairman. “We hope that 
these donations in some small 
way can lighten their burden and 
accelerate the recovery process.”

bureau. 

Fire Chief Dave Allison will 
oversee the fire department, 
Leacher said. 

The atmosphere at the police 
station when paramedics trans¬ 
ported Kirby to the hospital can 
best be described as surreal, 
Leacher said. 

“I think everyone was just in 
shock after it happened,” he said. 
“There were a lot of officers who 
were visibly upset after it hap¬ 
pened. Even though we know 


(Kirby) has recovered, there are 
still some concerns about his wel¬ 
fare.” 

It is not known how long Kirby 
will be out on sick leave. 

“If he had is own way, he 
would have been back yesterday,” 
he said. “But we’re trying to give 
him some time off. I don’t think 
any one wants him to push it” 

The chief’s collapse came at 
the end of what has been an 
unusually busy time for the 
department. For the past five 
weeks, the public safety depart¬ 
ment took on a round-the-clock 


investigation of the chemical fire 
that destroyed the EQ Resource 
Recovery Facility in August, in 
addition to the regular activities 
of the department 

Kirby joined the City of 
Romulus 10 years ago as public 
safety director after retiring from 
the Ypsilanti Police Department 
in 1996. He left that department 
as the second-in-command after 
26 years of service. His career in 
law enforcement began in 1969, 
when he was hired by the Eastern 
Michigan University Public 
Safety Department

of charge to all residents, and 
complimentary hors d’oeuvres 
will be served, LaBelle said. 

The forum is informally struc¬ 
tured and will not have a moder¬ 
ator All candidates will be able 
to mingle with residents, answer 
questions and provide campaign 
literature. 

“We wanted this to be a com¬ 
fortable atmosphere for all of the

LaBelle said. “We didn’t want 
this to be a formal situation or a 
debate.

This year, the field of candi¬ 
dates is largest than typical for 
the city. Sixteen candidates are 
seeking seven open city council 
seats, three are vying for the posi¬ 
tion of treasurer, and two are 
campaigning for the mayor’s 
office. So far, all but one candi¬ 


date has confirmed their atten¬ 
dance. One of the hopefuls will 
be out of town. 

The general election is sched¬ 
uled for Tuesday, Nov. 8. City 
Clerk Linda Choate said the 
deadline to register to vote in the 
election is Oct 10. Residents may 
register at any Secretary of State 
Office or at city gall, located at 
11111 Wayne Road.

State secures water, 
infrastructure loans

The downriver communities 
served by the Wyandotte 
Wastewater Treatment facility 
received good news from the 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (MDEQ). The legislature 
approved $4.6 million in funds 
for various upgrades to setting 
tanks at the facility. 

The facility serves the commu¬ 
nities of Allen Park, Riverview, 
Romulus, Southgate, Taylor and 
Wyandotte. Communities with 
specific projects that relate to the 
facility will be able to apply for 
loans to fix infrastructure prob¬ 
lems related to water treatment 
in their communities, said State 
Sea Ray Basham (D-Taylor). 

“At a time when local officials 
are struggling to find the 
resources to make essential 
improvements, these loans will 
provide our communities with 
the facility upgrades necessary 
to avoid property damage and 
provide residents safe, clean 
water,” said Basham. 

Communities under the aus¬ 
pices of the Wyandotte facility 
will be able to apply for funds to 
assist them in projects by con¬ 
tacting MDEQ officials, Basham 
said. Older communities like the 


ones that make up the downriver 
area are most in need of the 
funds, he said. For the past sever¬ 
al years, downriver communities 
have put up with flooding base¬ 
ments and other problems 
because the aged equipment is 
insufficient 

“Obviously, the older the infra¬ 
structure is, the more likely it is 
that repairs will need to be 
made,” he said. “But these com¬ 
munities are not always able to 
take care of those things because 
of the (slow) economy and budget 
constraints. Hopefully this is part 
of the solution.” 

The funds represent the first 
piece of what is expected to be 
nearly $98 million in facility 
improvements planned for com¬ 
pletion by 2020. The upgrades 
are needed to stop basement 
backups and sewer overflow 
problems. The state is offering 
the loans at 1.58 percent interest 
rate 

“The really significant advan¬ 
tage of these loans, for our com¬ 
munity, is they’re well below 
market interest rate,” said 
Basham. 

“The loans will help minimize 
the costs to consumers while still 
ensuring public safety and 
guarding against personal prop¬ 
erty loss.”

more casinos could come to 
Romulus, but I’m not sure the 
state would allow it, because 
they feel it may create too much 
competition for Detroit,” Keyes 
said. “We would just be happy to 
get one. And if you think about it, 
a casino site would be about 40 
acres, and with the racetrack, 
one would be more than enough. 
To look for more than one at this 
point would be premature, to say 
the least” 

Gaming is likely to become 
one of the biggest businesses in 
Romulus, which is primarily 
known as the harbinger of two 
automotive assembly plants and 
the home of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport Mayor Alan Lambert has 
estimated that casino revenues 


could bring to the city an addi¬ 
tional $10 million per year, 
depending on the final agree¬ 
ment 

A casino and horseracing 
racetrack could be constructed 
near each other on a parcel of 
land on Vining Road near 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. 
Romulus voters overwhelmingly 
approved a ballot initiative that 
paved the way for gaming in the 
city in December 2003. That 
approval allowed city officials to 
pursue gaming entities. 

A casino would have to apply - 
and be approved - for a license 
with the Michigan Gaming 
Control Board before it could 
open. The gaming license for 
Michigan Downs - the racetrack 
that will be constructed by 
Magna Entertainment - was 
approved in May.

Good intentions, wrong decision 

Shortly before Wayne City Council members voted to purchase a 
vacant home on three plots of land, Mayor A1 Haidous said it was not a 
bad decision, and the city did not pay too much for the land. 

We disagree. 

This is a short-term solution that could have a long-reaching impact 
on the city for a number of reasons. 

For those that don’t know, this three-lot parcel is just east of the new 
police station, and it’s adjacent to land the city already owns south of 
Michigan Avenue. But the home is in terrible shape, having been 
vacant for as many as 10 years, and the lots themselves are overgrown. 
The city intends to tear it down and hold it with the other vacant lots 
for future development 

Granted, nobody is out there creating new land and it’s necessary to 
assemble smaller parcels to make a laige enough plot to be attractive 
to developers - or usable for the city. Even so, was the land worth 
$119,600? 

Probably not 

In addition to paying for the land, the city will also bear the expense 
of the demolition on the property and, since bids for other nearby 
demolition projects topped $6,000, that’s a good place to start 

But the main problem with apparently paying too much for one 
parcel comes back to a basic, though sad, human trait: greed. If the city 
wants to continue to assemble land in that area, they will have to over¬ 
come the precedent they set here. If they are willing to overpay one 
property owner, won’t they have to overpay every property owner?

It took me longer than I thought it would just 
to realize that the shadow was larger and darker 
than I had imagined, but we’ve toiled away; my per¬ 



sonal goal was one of constant 
self-improvement 

I know we’re better, now. 

But am I satisfied? Nah. 

I want the same kind of thing most readers want: 
more community specific stories, features and 
opinions. I want every issue to be a good, relevant 
read no matter if your hometown paper is The 
Northville Journal or the Belleville Enterprise. It’s a 
tall order. It’s tough for anyone to be everywhere 
they need to be. 

I realised recently that I had fallen victim to 
something my journalism professors - more than 
10 years ago and on the other side of the country - 
had warned me about I’d fallen into a rut; I was 
calling the same people, going to the same meet¬ 
ings, taking diligent notes and then churning them 
out. Maybe I would have the time to pay some 
attention to the language, approach things with a 
creative flair but, by and large, I was phoning it in. 

I was even using more cliches (see above sen¬ 
tence). 

Well, if you’re reading this in print you know that 
we’ve recently changed the look of our front page.

demolish the land and then 
charge the landowner for it.

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Move of bam delayed by stormy weather

As Hurricane Rita stretched 
her broad fingers northward last 
week, the potential for severe 
weather delayed a historic jour¬ 
ney. 

The proposed relocation of a 
historic bam from Sheldon Road 
to Thayer Corners Park in 
Northville Township was put off 
a week, according to Township 
Trustee Marv Gans, who is over¬ 
seeing the effort 

“It’s just one of those things,” 
he said “We don’t have any con¬ 
trol over it” 

The decision came from DTE 


Energy because the company 
didn’t want to have work crews 
committed if severe weather hit 
the Detroit metro area 

“They didn’t want to take any 
chances,” Gans said. 

Everything else was still a go, 
he said, and the decision to put 
off the move for a week caused 
Gans a few hectic days of phone 
calls, informing representatives 
from Comcast Wide Open West, 
the township police department, 
Wayne County and the residents 
along the route, that the move 
would not take place as sched¬ 
uled. 

“It’s pretty complicated” Gans 
said. 


The historic barn is on 
Sheldon Road, north of Five Mile 
Road. It was donated to the 
township by the Ravines 
Homeowners Association, along 
with $10,000 to help cover the 
costs of moving the structure to 
Six Mile and Napier roads, 
where Thayer Comers Park will 
eventually be developed. The 
homeowners association would 
have otherwise tom down the 
barn, which is more than 100 
years old. 

Gans has secured more than 
$212,000 in donations, either cash 
or in-kind services to help pay for 
the relocation of the bam. The 
township has authorized about 


$62,000 to cover the remainder of 
the costs, but Gans said he’s hop¬ 
ing to bring in enough donations 
to ensure the township won’t 
have to spend any money. That 
figure is down to about $45,000, 
he said. 

“We’re still under budget and 
making progress,” he said. 

Weather permitting, the bam 
will be moved this Saturday, 


beginning at 8 am. when the traf¬ 
fic signal at Six Mile and Sheldon 
roads will be disconnected. The 
route will take the barn from 
Sheldon to Six Mile Road, down 
Six Mile to Napier Road and 
then north to its eventual destina¬ 
tion 

“Everything will be pretty 
much the same,” Gans said of the 
schedule

If you buy a car from or sell one to 
another person, you may soon have to car- 
pool with them to the nearest secretary of 
state office. 

The State of Michigan is on the cusp of 
enacting new laws that relate to the way 
abandoned vehicles are processed with 
new rules designed to keep better track of 
how vehicle ownership is transferred. 

The new rules go into effect on Oct 1, 
according to Lt Tom Miller of the Wayne 
Police Department 

Under the new rules, those who buy or 
sell cars from other individuals have to 
either travel with that person to the secre¬ 
tary of state office to ensure the title is 
properly transferred or keep information 
such as the date of sale and amount of sale 
on hands for 18 months. 

The change is designed to ensure that 
someone doesn’t use the vehicle in a crime 
without transferring the title, Miller said. 

It also makes sure that the owner of any 
abandoned vehicles can be tracked down 
more quickly, he said. 

“If you’re the last registered owner of a 
vehicle and it gets towed, you can be 
served,” he said. 

The last registered owner of the vehicle 
is responsible for any towing and storage 
fees, as well as an additional $40 charge 
the state places on them to fund the pro¬ 


gram, he said. 

They also won’t be able to retrieve any¬ 
thing from the car, if it is registered as 
abandoned and towed away, he said. 

“If it’s in the car, it stays in the car and it 
becomes part of the auction price,” Miller 
said. “You can’t get any of that stuff out” 

Vehicles can be registered as aban¬ 
doned if they are left on public property 
for 48 hours. That deadline drops to 18 
hours if it’s on a state trunk-line, according 
to Miller, unless the license plate has been 
removed. 

“If it’s non-plated, it can be removed 
immediately,” he said. 

When the new rules go into effect, the 
secretary of state office will take over from 
there, he said. They’ll send out all paper¬ 
work to the last registered owner, giving 
them 20 days to reclaim the car. If the issue 
isn’t handled, the towing company must 
auction off the car and then report back to 
the police department so they can remove 
it from their lists. 

“It basically takes us out of the used car 
business,” Miller said. 

Private property owners cannot request 
to have cars towed unless they have signs 
posted within easy eyesight of the lot, or at 
every exit and entrance. 

Those postings have to include the 
name and phone number of the agency 
that will tow the vehicles and they have to 
be in place for 24 hours before vehicles 
can be towed. 


Storms knock out local power

Firefighters and Detroit Edison crews 
were able contain a fire caused by a light¬ 
ning strike in the Barchester Park area 
last Thursday. 

Canton Fire Chief Mike Rorabacher 
said that firefighters responded at about 
6:30 p.m. on Sept 22 and began working to 
contain the fire, sparked when lightning 
hit a maple tree near a gas line.

Not all fairy tales have 
the sweet and innocent 
flair of one that has been 
Disney-fled. This one cer¬ 
tainly doesn’t. The action 
centers on the beautiful 
Emily, who agreed to elope 
one evening with the man of 
her dreams. Dressed in her 
mother’s wedding gown and 
carrying the family jewels, she 
waited for her fiance—only to be 
robbed, killed, and buried in a shal¬ 
low grave. (OK, OK.. .not the stuff of chil¬ 
dren’s stories so far, although you do 
learn about what happened through an 
upbeat song by a rowdy skeletal band.) 

Years pass, and the townspeople for¬ 
get about her Now, they are celebrating 
another marriage as Victor Van Dort— 
heir to a fortune thanks to his father’s 
fish mongering—and Victoria Everglot— 
daughter of a socially prominent family 
with a perfect pedigree and not a penny 
to their name—make a marriage of con¬ 
venience. The painfully shy Victor can’t 
seem to keep his marriage vows straight 
and finally, the minister sends him away 
with an admonition to stay out until he 
knows his part 

Deep in the woods outside of town, 
Victor practices his lines again...and 
again...and again. Eventually, he says 
his vows perfectly and simulates placing 
the wedding ring on Victoria’s finger by 
sliding the ring onto a twig. It turns out, 
however, that it wasn’t a twig—it was a 
fleshless finger. He had married the 
dead woman, who is convinced that her 
true love has finally found her—too bad 
he was already attracted to a ■breather’. 

In fact, the two women are in many 
ways simply dark twists on old tales.

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Canton blows 
by Wayne, 55-6

It wasn’t in the forecast so no 
one anticipated the storm that 
would blow through Canton, 
leaving Wayne Memorial in 
shambles last Friday night 

Canton tore across their 
home field, surging to a 55-6 vic¬ 
tory. 

It was actually a beautiful 
night for football but the fore¬ 
boding storm front had been 
brewing for the last three weeks. 

Before Wayne set foot on 
Canton’s artificial turf, the 
Chiefs had struggled in a win 
against Walled Lake Central and 
suffered two consecutive losses 
to Walled Lake Western and 
undefeated Livonia PYanklin. 

But their biggest loss was that 
of their starting senior quarter¬ 
back, Shawn Little, after their 
week-one victory against Ann 
Arbor Pioneer. 

Little missed the three games 
with a ruptured esophagus, 
which required surgery. 

Friday night was homecom¬ 
ing for Canton alumni but also 
for Little as he returned to the 


huddle. 

“Words can’t even describe 
how I feel,” Little said after the 
game. “A lot of the guys kept 
telling me that they wanted me 
back for my leadership and that 
first play of the game I just 
smiled at those guys and said, 
‘let’s go.’ 

“This was probably one of the 
biggest games for me,” he 
added. “It taught me not to take 
anything for granted—in a split 
second you could be out for the 
rest of your career” 

With Little back in the lineup, 
Canton was a different team.. He 
was the lightning that fueled 
them to a win. His stats weren’t 
great, 3-for-5 for 25 yards in the

“When he stepped in the 
huddle it was like night and 
day,” said Canton Coach Tim 
Baechler.

just made everybody better”

1 tablespoon all-purpose flour 
1/4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

Crust 

1 box (15-ounce) Pillsbury® refrigerated pie 
crusts, softened as directed on box 

Glaze 

2/3 cup powdered sugar 
1/8 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

2 to 3 teaspoons apple cider or apple juice 

Heat oven to 375°F. In small bowl, mix walnuts, 
brown sugar and butter with pastry blender or 
fork until crumbly. In medium bowl, stir together 
apples, flour and 1/4 teaspoon cinnamon; set 
aside. 

Remove crusts from pouches; unroll on work 
surface. Cut each crust into quarters. Place 
about 1 /4 cup apple mixture on one half of each 
pie crust wedge. Sprinkle with walnut mixture. 
Fold untopped half over filled half (foldovers will 
be full).

Place on large ungreased cookie 
sheet. 

Bake 22 to 28 minutes or until golden brown. 
Cool 10 minutes. Meanwhile, in small bowl, stir 
together glaze ingredients until smooth. Drizzle 
over foldovers. Cool completely, about 30 min¬ 
utes.

Caramel Apple Tarts with Cinnamon Cutouts 

1 Pillsbury® refrigerated pie crust (from 15- 
ounce box), softened as directed on box 

1/4 teaspoon granulated sugar 
Dash of ground cinnamon 
3/4 cup apple cider or apple juice 

2 tablespoons cornstarch 
1/4 cup butter or margarine 

1 12 cup packed brown sugar 
1 medium tart apple, chopped 
1 12 cup frozen whipped topping, thawed 

Heat oven to 425°F. Remove crust from pouch; 
unroll on work surface. Pat or roll into 12-inch 
circle. With 3 1/2-inch round cutter, cut 8 rounds 
from pie crust. Reserve dough scraps. Fit 
rounds into 8 ungreased regular-size muffin 
cups, gently pressing in bottoms and up sides; 
prick sides and bottoms with fork. 

Bake 7 to 9 minutes or until edges are golden 
brown. Cool 1 minute; remove from muffin cups 
to wire rack. Cool completely, about 15 minutes. 
Meanwhile, in small bowl, mix granulated sugar 
and cinnamon. With canape cutter, cut 8 small 
autumn shapes from dough scraps that have 
been rolled together. Sprinkle with sugar-cinna¬ 
mon mixture. Place on ungreased cookie 
sheets. Bake 6 to 8 minutes or until golden 
brown. 

Meanwhile, in small bowl, stir together apple 
cider and cornstarch. In 2-quart saucepan, melt 
butter. Add cornstarch mixture and brown sugar. 
Heat to boiling over medium-high heat, stirring 
constantly. Boil 1 minute. Remove from heat; stir 
in apple. Cool 10 minutes. 

Fill tart shells with apple mixture. Refrigerate 30 
minutes. Just before serving, top each tart with 1 
tablespoon whipped topping and cinnamon 
cutout. Store in refrigerator. 

Makes eight tarts 

TIP: If desired, use colored sugar to decorate 
pie crust cutouts, and omit cinnamon and sugar. 



A dish to 
delight all 


As a chef, I like to focus on the acute details of food: the style, 
the appearance and the distinct gourmet tastes and unusual fla¬ 
vors and combinations are important to me. 

As a normal guy who takes joy in a great-tasting meal, howev¬ 
er, I like a hearty dish that will stick to my ribs in the autumn 
months Finding a recipe for a common and yet excellent meal 
can be fun, because you can always spice it up or vary it with 
your own ideas to make it exciting and make it your own. 

This Hungarian-style chicken paprikash dish is perfect for a 
rib-sticking meal, and it is easy to make. Any variation of spices 
can be added to this dish to give it a lemony zest or a spicy kick; 
even leaving it just as the recipe directs makes for a very tasty 
meal. 

Traditionally, paprikash is served along with spaetzle, little 
boiled noodle-dough dumplings, or broad egg noodles. Served 
on pasta, it’s perfect for a one-dish meal. I recommend medium 
to wide pasta ribbons, shells or other various medium to large 
pasta shapes. 

CHICKEN PAPRIKASH 

6 Tablespoons unsalted butter 
2 Tablespoons vegetable oil 

1 pound boned and skinned chicken breast meat, cut cross¬ 
wise into ’/ 2 -inch-wide strips 

1 medium green or red bell pepper; quartered, stemmed, seed¬ 
ed and cut crosswise into Vi-inch wide strips 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 

2 Tablespoons paprika 

1 teaspoon caraway seed 
y 2 cup dry white wine 

2 Tablespoons lemon juice 

1 cup sour cream 

2 teaspoons double-concentrate tomato paste 
1 teaspoon salt 

>/ 2 teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 

In a large, heavy skillet or saucepan, melt the butter with the 
oil over moderate to high heat When the butter foams, add the 
chicken, bell pepper and onion. Saute until the chicken has lost 
all its pink color and the vegetables are tender-crisp (about 5 
minutes). 

Add the paprika and caraway seed; saute 1 minute longer. 
Add the wine and lemon juice and bring to a gentle boil, stirring 
and scraping the pan constantly to prevent sticking and burning. 
Simmer at a gentle boil, stirring constantly for about 5 minutes. 

Stir in the sour cream, tomato paste, salt and black pepper 
Reduce heat to low and simmer for 2-3 minutes longer
